Tue Strate oF New HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Newton, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, 
in said town, on the second Tuesday of March next, 
at nine o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose a Town Clerk, three Selectmen, Town 
Treasurer, Tax Collector, Auditors, Road Commissioners, 
Trustees of Public Library, one Trustee Trust Funds, 
three years, Constable, Sealer of Weights and Measures, 
one Cemetery Trustee, three years, Measurers of Wood 
and Bark and Surveyors of Lumber, Health Officers, Fence 
Viewers, and all other necessary town officers and agents 
for the ensuing year. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for paying the town debts and defraying the interest 
thereon, for the support and maintenance of the Public 
Library, and for other necessary charges arising in said 
town. : 


3. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $25 for Memorial Day purposes. 


4. To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer and 
Board of Selectmen to the Town Auditors, the reports 
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of the Auditors, Agents, Committees, or other officers 
heretofore chosen or appointed, and to pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


5. To see if the town will vote. to authorize the 
Selectmen to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


6. To elect a Delegate to the Constitutional Con- 
vention to be called at Concord on June 5th, 1918. 


7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $1,000.00, (one thousand dollars) to repair Coun— 
ty Pond Bridge. 


8. On petition to see if the town will vote to author- 
ize the Selectmen to discontinue that portion of highway 
leading to County Pond beginning at the junction of 
road near Dam Hill Bridge (so called) and running near 
the shore of said pond across Pond Bridge (so called) 
to the Kingston line. 


9. On petition to see if the town will vote to ex- 
tend the electric lights from Whittier St. to Dam Hill 
Bridge (so called) in pond district calling for four lights. 


10. To see if the town will vote to raise money 
for the extermination of moths. 


11. To see if the town will vote to raise $832.50 
for trunk line construction, or to raise enough to com- 
plete the road. 


12. To see if the town will vote to raise $330.00 
for trunk line maintenance. 


13. To see if the town will vote to raise $100.00 
for improving the old cemetery. 


To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

On the motion of Charles E. Thornell. it was voted 
that the Town recommend to the State Engineer the 
name of Arthur E. Abbott as a competent man to take 
charge of the building of the next piece of State Road. 


Article 10. On the motion of Benjamin F, Austin 
it was voted to’ raise $250.00 for the maintenance of 
State Aid Roads. 


Article 11. A motion was made by I. M. Heath 
that Articles 11 and 13 be taken up coun but a neg- 
ative vote prevailed. 
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A motion was made by Irving M. Heath that Art- 
icle 11 be passed over. On the show of hands a tie vote 
was declared and a division was called for by John M. 
T. Currier. 

On the division 34 gentlemen voted in the affirmative 
and 32 gentlemen in the negative and the Article was 
passed over. 


Article 12. Permission was granted Mr. Thomp- 
son of Haverhill, Mass. to address the meeting as attor- 
ney for the Newton Box Co., after which a general dis- 
cussion ensued. 

I. M. Heath made a motion that the matter be in- 
definitely postponed and called for a division. 

On the division 45 gentlemen voted in the affirmative 
and 26 gentlemen in the negative and the matter was 
indefinitely postponed. 


Article 13. On the motion of I. M. Heath it was 
voted to pass over Article 13. 


Article 14. A motion was:made by I. M. Heath that 
the matter of ditching Mrs. E. B. Hoitt’s meadow be 
left entirely to the Selectmen but the motion was not 
supported and a general discussion ensued. 

On the motion of W. G. Battles it was voted that 
the matter be indefinitely postponed. 


Article 15. A motion was made by I. M. Heath 
that a committee of three be appointed by the chair 
to provide a fireproof vault for the protection of the 
Town Records and that $400.00 be appropriated there- 
for. | 

The motion was amended by B. I. Churchill “that 
bids be received from’ several contractors before plac- 
ing the contract.” 

The motion as amended was Pied and the Mod- 
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erator appointed Irving M. Heath, Bernard I. Chur- 
chill, and William G. Battles. _ t 


Article 16. On the motion of B. I. Churchill it was 
voted that $300.00 be raised, and that the Selectmen 
be authorized to use such of this amount as may be 
necessary to provide proper heating facilities for the 
Town Hall, either by relocating the present: apparatus 
or by purchasing new if necessary. 


On the motion of I. M. Heath it was voted that the 
Trustees of the Gale Library be bonded at the expense 
of the Town. 


‘The following resolution was offered by I. M. Heath 
and on the motion of John F. Germundson the same 
was adopted as read. 

“The citizens of Newton, N. H. in Town Meeting 
assembled, affirm their loyal adherence to the princi- 
ples of vigorous freedom fundamental to the existance 
of the United States. 

They declare their approval of the course of the 
President of the United States in all his efforts to pro- 
tect the lives and property of their fellow citizens against 
piratical attacks upon the sea. 

They urge upon him and upon all representatives 
of the people the speedy prosecution of every measure 
calculated to strengthen the entire Nation to guard its 
own rights and the rights of humanity against unwar- 
ranted aggression. 

And in carrying out of such a measure for the com- 
mon defense they pledge to the Chief Executive and 
to Congress their unqualified support.” 

It was voted that a copy of the foregoing resolution 
be forwarded to the Governor of the State. 

John M. T. Currier offered the following resolution 
and moved its adoption. 7 

‘‘Resolved:—That the Town Clerk be instructed 
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to deliver to the Selectmen a complete record of the 
entire proceedings of this meeting, and that the same 
be printed in the next Town Report.” 

The resolution was adopted. 


There being no more business to come before the 
meeting it was declared adjourned by the Moderator.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


To the Citizens of Newton: 


The School Board is pleased to be able to report a 
prosperous year, one that has been harmonious in its 
work. There have been some obstacles to surmount, 
some perplexities in the work of conducting the schools. 
Schools have been in session thirty-four weeks to Feb- 
ruary 15th and will continue two weeks longer. 


TEACHERS 


The grammar school during the spring term was 
taught by Miss Harriet Gardner who had given a great 
satisfaction previously. Her work for this term was of 
the same high order. The Board would gladly retained 
her longer. She resigned some weeks before the close 
of the term, (the resignation to take effect at the 
close of the year,) having been offered -a much more 
lucrative position. , 

There is one fact regarding the graduating classes 
of 1916 and 1917 perhaps all the District is not acquaint- 
ed with. That is they paid all the expenses incurred 
for the graduations. 

At the beginning of the school year Miss Hazel M. 
Gleason was secured to fill the vacancy at the gram- 
mar school. Her work has proved very satisfactory and 
she is very interested in it. | 

Miss V. Isabelle Rowell has anew proved a com- 
petent teacher. Her pupils show marked improvement. 
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After the close of the winter term at Rowe’s Cor- 
ner school Miss Margaret M. Ingalls tendered her 
resignation which the Board was sorry to accept. She 
had done good work for the school. The Board did 
not readily succeed in securing a teacher. Miss Ruth 
M. Currier substituted one week doing very good work. 
Finally Mr. James H. Hubbard was secured to teach 
the spring term. He has a good store of knowledge to 
impart to his pupils. . 

When school opened in September, Miss Mary E. 
Wilbur took charge. She is a teacher of long experience 
and has proved the right teacher in the right school. 

The Board was pleased to retain Miss Angelia Kelly 
in the Junction school. She has taught this school sev- 
eral years and still maintains work of a high standard. 

At the annual meeting of the District $235.00 was 
appropriated for text books and supplies. Of this amount 
$1385.82 was to pay for supplies bought the previous 
December, the Board having obtained credit from that 
time. 

Very few text books and scholars’ supplies were bought 
this year. It is estimated there are enough of nearly 
all supplies to fill needs of spring term. More text 
books will be needed the coming year as many are not 
in suitable condition for further use. 

Only necessary repairs were made. 

The tuition at Haverhill High for the last half 
year 1916-1917 was paid immediately after the District 
meeting. A law having been passed that towns should 
pay $55.00 per year for each pupil instead of $40.00 as 
formerly, required $27.50 per pupil to settle the bill. 

The price of fuel having advanced so much has made 
it imperative for the Board to estimate more funds for 
that item than ever before. 

Twenty dollars is estimated for flags and appur-
